I received a call from Lt. Fred Rosa at the U.S.C.G. Academy requesting 
a repeat of last year's briefing for their senior cadet course in political 
science -- a group of approximately 17 students majoring in Government, 
in addition of course to Marine Engineering. They would be accompanied 
by two USCG commissioed officers and one FSO assigned to the Academy. 


Rosa requested a briefing from a Sovietologist, citing lastyyear's 
briefing by Hel Goodman as outstanding, the highlight of their two-day 
visit to Washington which included State, DoD and NSC =~ and will again 
this year.
